for the celebration. 


Pennsylvania in in direct charge of 
the arrangements,

suggested by Dr. Brumbaugh w ill lie 
discussed. 
General Louis Wagner is 
chairman of the committee. 
Dr. Brumliaugh plans to make 
the 
first day of the celebration the Day of 
Fraternity and Goodwill. All the Bur 
viving soldiers of the battle 
w ill be 
the guests of the state in which they 
now live and w ill tie transported free 
The Grand Army of the Republic and 
the Society 
of Cmfederate Veterans 
and other veterans who fought in the 
Civil War will take part. 
The second day w ill be 
Army and 
Navy Day, when I bere will he great 
parade* of Udh branches of the fight­ 
ing forces 
The third day w ill lie the 
Day of the States 
and 
the heads of 
each state w ill take part in the exer­ 
cises. On the Fourth of July, the last 
day of the exercises, w ill lie celebrated 
tile Day of the Nation to commemorate 
universal 
jmace 
as the 
crowning 
achievement of Christian civilisation 
and to dedicate or at least to lay the 
corner stone of

permanent jieace 
memorial 
It w ill include a stain**of

aboard the Iiamburg-Aineriean liner 
Amerika, coming on here from Ham­ 
burg, to discover that her preclout 
white, black and pink pearl jewelry, 
valued at $130,000, bad vanished over 
night from the drawer of a writing 
desk in the bedroom of ber suite. 
The police have little hope of get­ 
ting the thief, and the officials of the 
Hamburg-American line say that un­ 
less the police solve the mystery it la 
likely to be forever unsolved. 
The loss was reported immediately 
the liner docked at Hoboken, and I he 
police of Hoboken and New York are 
working on the case. Mrs. Drummond 
hurried to the Hotel Plaza, declining 
to discuss the loss. 
The 
Hamburg-American 
line 
dis­ 
claim s all responsibility on the ground 
that passengers leave jewels in their 
stateroom s at the ow ners risk. To 
(be police Mrs. Drummond described 
the missing jewelry as follows: 
Two strings of 273 pearls each. 
One string of 283 pearls. 
One large blac k pearl ring set with 
diamonds. 
One large white pearl ring set with 
diamonds. 
One pair large pearl earrings set 
with diamonds. 
One black pearl brooch, set with 
diamonds, with a black pearl, pea 
shaped, pendant. 


W ireless Calla Police. 
A wireless message sent from the 
Amerika as she neared port summon­ 
ed detectives down the bay in a tug. 
They learned from Mrs. Drummond 
details of the theft aud began a comb­ 
ing of the ship and a search of the 
crew. 
But not a trace of the jewels 
was found 
Mrs. Drummond explained that ex­ 
cept at night she had worn the jewels 
alm ost constantly on her person, but 
had kept them under ber waist and 
had not displayed them at any time, 
even while dining. 
On retiring she placed them in a 
cabinet drawer of the stateroom, as 
she had done each night during tile 
voyage. No one had access to the 
stateroom , she added, beside her hus­ 
band, herself and her maid. The maid 
she holds above suspicion. 


Finds Drawer Empty. 
Arising in the morning to make 
her toilette before the liner docked, 
she was startled to find the drawer 
empty. The captain of the Amerika 
was notified and a quiet investigation 
was begun before an aerogram called 
police authorities on shore.

As not a clew was developed, how­ 
ever, the customs authorities were ap­ 
pealed to, and under guise of baggage 
inspection every one’s 
luggage was

— Something 
distinctly new in the way of prosecu­ 
tions iii food cases is promised by 
Special Agent Harry P. Cassidy, of 
the dairy and food departm ent. 
Every sample purchased for analy­ 
sis of "Gorgonxola cheese,” im po lied 
Into this country, chiefly from Italy, 
and on sale at the high class groceries 
and sold to the best trade of the 
city, bas been found to be covered 
with a coating, the primary purpose 
of which is to increase the weight of 
the cheese 16 to 26 per cent, for wnicb 
the consum er pays. 
Aside from the fact that the coating 
increases the 
weight, it contains a 
poisonous substance, which, by absorb 
lion, penetrates the cheese. The poison 
is known chemically as “b ary tes’ or 
“barium sulphate.” 
The normal commercial use of this 
poison is in making mixtures of white 
paint, and is extensively used by Ute 
m anufacturers of paint. On the cheese 
the coating is colored with a prepara 
tion of iron rust, to give it its brown 
color. 
The use of “barytes” In brandy Is 
prohibited by both federal and state 
statutes. Gorgonxola cheese retails at 
about 50 cents a pound.

Boy Shot Dead While Playing 


Wild West. 


WERE IMITATING 
PICTURES 


During an Exciting Chase Lad of Ten 


K ills Flfteen-Yaar-Old Chum In Phil- 


adelphia. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 27.—Moving pic­ 
ture shows, in which are dramatically 
depicted the border conflicts between 
cowboys and Indians of the old-time 
wild west, are held responsible by the 
police for the killing of a fifteen h a r ­ 
old boy by his friend and playmate, a 
boy of ten years. 
Their boyish spirits, quickened by 
the glowing stories of hand-to-hand 
combats with redskins and of daring 
rescues, the two boys ami their com­ 
panions engaged in a wild wast show 
on an open lot. 
An hour later John Kelly, of 5200 
W arren street, had been instantly kill­ 
ed by a 2 2 -caliber cartridge, fired from 
an air rifle by little Jam es Engel, of 
SKK) Merlon avenue. Kelly had been 
shot through the heart. The grief- 
stricken family of the dead boy aud 
the police agree that the shooting was 
puieiy accidental. 
Ten year-old Jimmy Engel, who is 
beside himself with grief for having 
caused the death of his older play­ 
mate, was sent by the police to the 
house of detention. Mr. Kelly declared 
that he is not going to prosecute the 
boy, 
and 
Lieutenant McKinley ex 
pressed his belief that no punishment 
would be exacted by the i Sty authori­ 
ties. 
Police Lieutenant McKinley stated 
that aition against J. M. Pancoast, 
who sold the air rifle and the car­ 
tridges to the lioys, will probably lie 
deterred, aw aiting the decision of the 
coroner. 
liennis Kelly, father of John, told 
the story of the accident: 
“ My two Iroys had told me so often 
of the great tim es they hail playing on 
the lot that I decided to go over and 
watch them. I noticed that they were 
playing with an air rifle, and cautioned 
them to lie very careful, in a little 
while I went home. 
“Ten minutes later a boy ran in 
and said, ’Your boy wants you.' By his 
manner I knew what had happened 
John toad lipeu chasing the Engel Iwiy. 
who 
thoughtlessly had turned and 
fired the rifle. John only said, i ’m 
shot.’ He ran a few steps and fell over 
dead. We took John to the West Phil 
adelphia 
Homeopathic 
hospital 
as 
quickly as possible. 
But it was too 
late.” 
The first John Engel knew of the 
accident was when Jimmy came run 
ning in, his eyes filled with tears. 
“Pop,” he cried, “I picked it up. and 
it went off '*

twelve-year-old 
boy,

came running In. 
He, too, was over­ 
whelmed with grief and passionately
